Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  consideration  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  your  area  for  the 
year  1968. 

Prom  an  examination  of  the  statistics  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
total  deaths  from  malignant  disease  were  the  same  as  in  1967. 

However,  the  niimber  of  deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus 
are  continuing  to  increase  and  whereas  in  1967  these  diseases  were 
responsible  for  a quarter  of  deaths  from  malignant  disease  they  were, 
in  1968,  responsible  for  more  than  a third  of  such  deaths.  These 
deaths  are  preventable  but  the  preventive  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
individual. 

I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  support,  to  the  Officials  for  their  co-operation  and  to  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  help  during  the  year.

The  York  Waterworks  Company  serve  the  thirteen  Parishes  in  the  Northern 
portion  of  the  District  - Deighton,  Dunnington,  Elvington,  Escrick, 

Fulford,  Heslington,  Kexby,  Naburn,  North  Duffield,  Skipv/ith,  Stillingfleet , 
Thorganby  and  Wheldrake,,  The  steadily  increasing  demand  arising  from 
development  in  the  parishes  adjacent  to  the  City  of  York  is  being  met, 
and  the  supply  throughout  the  area  is  satisfactory. 

The  Pontefract,  Goole  & Selby  Water  Board  serve  the  five  parishes  in  the 
Southern  portion  of  the  District  - Barlby,  Cliffe,  Hemingbrough,  Kel field 
cUid  Riccallo  A Booster  Station  has  been  established  at  Barlby,  and  has 
afforded  some  improvement  in  the  Riccall-Kelfield  area.  The  Board  are 
considering  a balancing  tower  in  the  Riccall  ar'ea;  this,  v/ith  perhaps 
certain  new  mains,  v/ill  no  doubt  be  necessary  to  cater  for  the  Kelfield 
area,  and  new  development  v/hich  is  anticipated  in  Riccall, 

The  improvement  of  the  supply  arising  from  the  operation  of  the  Booster 
has  had  an  effect  on  some  of  the  spun -iron  mains  laid  in  1938o  In  certain 
locations,  particularly  in  the  Cliffe  Common  area,  the  corrosive  nature 
of  the  soil  has  reduced  the  effective  thickness  and  strength  of  the  pipes, 
so  cm  increase  in  pressure  causes  the  pipes  to  fail.  This  problem  is  one 
which  the  Board  v/ill  have  taken  into  consideration  in  their  future 
programme  for  mains- laying. 


Sewage  Disposal 


Because  of  the  financial  restrictions,  no  progress  has  been  possible  on 
the  "village"  schemes,  other  than  the  preparation  of  detailed  plans.  The 
seven  parishes  without  sewerage  facilities  are  Cliffe  (including  South 
Duffield),  Kelfield,  Kexby,  North  Duffield,  Skipv/ith,  Stillingfleet  and 
Thorganby,  The  joint  scheme  for  North  Duffield/Skipwith  has  had  Ministr^?^ 
approval,  eind  tenders  could  be  obtained  as  soon  as  the  necessary  "release" 
is  forthcoming. 

Work  has  commenced  on  the  provision  of  a new  Pumping  Station  at  Barlby, 

The  existing  pumps  were  installed  in  1939,  and  have  become  inadequate  for 
the  present  flow;  thirty  years  v;ear  has  taken  toll  of  the  pumps  and 
equipment  and  it  is  hoped  that  no  serious  breakdoim  occurs  before  the 
nev;  station  becomes  operative.  Auxiliary  diesel-operated  pumps  are  on 
site,  but  are  not  suitable  for  prolonged  use,  as  they  are  manually 
controlled. 

The  Dunnington  extension  scheme  v/as  completed  during  the  year,  providing 
sewer  facilities  for  the  Hull  Road  portion  of  the  village,  and  considerably 
increased  capacity  at  the  disposal  vrorks.  Despite  these  improvements,  the 
available  land  for  residential  development  within  the  village  boundary  is 
such  that  some  further  disposal  works  capacity  will  be  required  in  the 
next  three  to  five  years  a 
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The  renovation  of  Elvington  Disposal  Works  has  been  completed,  bringing 
into  operation  all  the  installation.  Again,  the  capacity  is  not  available 
for  anticipated  residential  development  in  the  village,  and  provision 
will  have  to  be  made  for  further  disposal  facilities.  The  Consultant 
Engineers  have  carried  out  preliminary  work  on  this  matter,  and  any  new 
works  would  not  be  sited  in  the  vicinity  of  the  existing  plant. 

The  future  development  in  Heslington  area  must  again  be  mentioned. 

Although  the  York  University  has  almost  reached  the  limit  of  the  original 
proposal,  a large  area  of  land  to  the  south  of  Heslington  Lane  has  been 
allocated  for  further  extensions;  even  before  this  is  utilised,  one  can 
expect  steady  residential  development  in  Heslington,  as  envisaged  in  the 
County  Draft  Plan.  The  Consultant  Engineers  are  preparing  a scheme  for 
a disposal  works  near  Nab urn,  and  as  soon  as  planning  approval  is  forth- 
coming, the  details  of  the  plant  should  be  finalised.  No  doubt 
discussions  will  take  place  with  the  York  City  Engineer  regarding  possible 
joint  use  of  any  plant  etc.  However,  it  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  as 
soon  as  a decision  is  reached  to  further  develop  the  University,  the  time 
available  for  the  provision  of  sewage  disposal  facilities  will  be  barely 
sufficient  for  constructional  work. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


The  collection  of  refuse  from  domestic  properties  adjacent  to  the  highway 
has  been  maintained  on  a weekly  basis,  although  problems  have  arisen 
following  Bank  Holidays  and  during  difficult  weather  conditions. 

The  delivery  of  a 1,000  gallon  Cesspool  emptying  tanker  has  permitted  a 
separate  collection  of  pail  closets  from  villages  without  the  benefit  of 
sev/erage.  This  is  proving  to  be  a very  worthv/hile  scheme  - although  the 
emptying  of  such  pails  must  always  be  a most  objectionable  task,  the 
tanker  system  reduces,  as  far  as  possible,  the  nuisance  to  village 
residents  during  the  operation. 

It  is  satisfying  to  report  that  during  the  year,  steady  progress  has  been 
made  by  property  ov/ners  in  abolishing  this  unsatisfactory  form  of 
sanitary  accommodation  - the  result  of  considerable  effort  by  correspondence 
and  interviev/  by  members  of  the  Department. 

The  disposal  point  is  the  controlled  tip  at  Benjy  Lane,  I'lfheldrake,  and  is 
being  satisfactorily  maintained  by  the  Tractor  Operator  permanently  on  the 
site.  The  tip  has  proved  to  be  a well  positioned,  fairly  central  in  the 
area,  readily  accessible  from  the  highway,  and  at  the  same  time  a 
reasonable  distance  from  a village 
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Housing 


During  the  year,  49  Standard  Grants  and  l8  Discretionary  Grants  were  paid 
^towards  the  cost  of  House  Improvements,  the  amounts  being  £7,070  and 
£7,000  respect ivelyo  Of  the  total  properties  improved,  38  were  owner/ 
occupied  and  29  tenanted.  Forty-three  Public  Health  Act  grants  towards 
the  cost  of  conversion  of  pail  closets  to  water  closets  were  paid, 
totalling  £l,04lo  A number  of  conversions  are  in  hand  (reference  is 
also  made  to  this  under  Refuse  Collection), 

Twenty-seven  properties  \»rere  represented  to  the  Council  as  being  unfit 
for  human  habitation,  and  22  Closing  Orders  and  five  Demolition  Orders 
were  made.  One  property  vias  demolished, 

A total  of  26  valuations  of  properties  was  made  during  the  year,  for  either 
purchase  or  repair/improveraent  advances.  The  Council  received  several 
requests  for  purchase  advances  which  could  not  be  met,  as  the  quota  of 
money  available  (on  Ministry  instruction)  had  been  reached. 


Council  Housing 

Tv/enty-four  bungalows  were  completed  during  the  year,  comprising  - 
4 Barlby;  2 North  Duf field;  12  Riccall,  4 Thorganby  and  2 V/heldrake, 

The  system  of  Council  House  repairs  v/as  examined  by  the  Council,  cUid 
eventually  arrangements  were  made  for  the  whole  of  the  maintenance 
repairs  (excluding  electrical)  to  be  carried  out  by  one  firm  of 
Contractors,  This  arrangement  has  proved  satisfactory  as  the  Council's 
Officer  responsible  can  determine  priorities,  and  daily  liaison  with 
the  Contractor  facilitates  supervision  of  the  work. 


Meat  Inspection 


Approximately  370  visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  inspect  2,792 
animals  slaughtered  at  the  four  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  - 
(Escrick,  Cliffe  and  Dunnington  (2)), 

Forty- five  ston®  of  meat  v/ere  condemned  due  to  disease  or  parasites,  but 
no  evidence  v/as  found  of  ToB,  or  Cysticercosis,

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Food  Premises  - Inspection  and  Food  Hygiene 


Inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year  of  the  various  food  eind 
licensed  premises  in  the  districto 

Only  minor  points  arose  from  these  visits  and  were  remedied  by  traders 
concerned,,  General  standards  continue  to  be  satisfactory* 


Factory  Inspections

Building  Control 

During  the  year  a physical  start  was  made  on  the  large  developments  at 
Dunnington  and  Wheldrake,  but  due  to  the  economic  situation,  speculative 
building  was  generally  retarded  over  the , districto 

With  the  exception  of  the  Holmefield  Housing  Association  at  Heslington, 
no  new  large  scale  applications  were  made^  There  was  a significcint 
increase  in  amendments  to  private  developers  type  plans,  indicating  their 
desire  to  produce  a dwelling  with  less  refinements,  at  an  attractive 
cost  to  would-be  purchasers o 

It  is  probably  worthv/hile  recording,  during  the  year  the  small  private 
residential  development  at  Escrick  Court  received  the  Civic  Trust  Award 
for  design  and  construction^  The  first  site  using  central  oil  storage 
(edi  amended  form  of  district  central  heating)  was  commenced;  this, 
together  with  the  use  of  nevj  materials  indicates  a modern  outlook  to 
development  in  the  district® 
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Work  on  the  new  mill  at  Barlby  for  Joseph  Rank  Ltde  started,  and  Goodricke 
Collage  and  extension  to  Vanburgh  College  at  the  York  University  was 
completedo 

Preliminary  discussions  were  held  regarding  the  erection  of  old  people's 
accommodation  at  Fulford  for  the  Masonic  Benevolment  Institutiono

During  the  year,  46l  plans  i^ere  received  for  Vcirious  types  of  buildings, 
approximately  20%  requiring  amendments  under  Building  Regulations  before 
submitting  to  the  Plans  Committee,  A small  number  of  minor  contraventions 
or  deviations  from  the  approved  plans  v/ere  corrected  by  mutual  agreement 
with  the  Architect  or  Contractor,  with  one  exception  having  to  be  reported 
to  the  Committee, 

In  general  a good  public  relationship  has  been  maintained. 


Rodent  Control 


The  Council's  Rodent  Operator  regularly  visits  approximately  l40 
agricultural  holdings  where  the  occupier  has  completed  an  annual  Contract 
with  the  Council, 

Domestic  premises  are  given  a free  service  on  request,  but  various  business 
premises,  schools  etc,,  are  treated  and  charged  on  a time-and-raaterial 
basis.  The  Council's  sev/age  disposal  plants  and  refuse  tip  are  visited 
frequently  and  treated  as  necessary. 

During  the  year,  there  has  been  a noticeable  reduction  in  the  requests 
for  treatment  for  rats  and  mice  at  domestic  premises. 

The  Operator  continues  to  Ccirry  out  his  duties  efficiently,  and 
appreciation  of  his  work  is  frequently  expressed  by  Contract  holders. 


General 


The  various  complaints  of  nuisance,  sanitary  defects,  drainage  matters, 
etc,  have  been  investigated  and  the  appropriate  action  taken.  It  has  not 
been  found  necessary  to  institute  formal  proceedings. 

Numerous  inspections  have  been  carried  out  in  the  administration  of  the 
Offices,  Shops  & Railway  Premises  Act,  the  Animal  Boarding  Establishment 
Act  and  other  legislation  affecting  the  duties  of  the  Department, 
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
